Catholic Workers feed down-and-out ©

SAN DIEGO—Down-and-out, broke, and 
hungry men huddled against the cold brick 
wall. Maybe 200 of them stood in the light 
drizzle waiting for what would probably be their 
only hot meal that day. Many would walk away 
hungry. 

Inside the building, located in what is 
commonly called the skid row area of 
downtown San Diego, volunteers were busy 
setting up a serving line which would feed more 
. than 125 persons that day. 


MORE THAN 10,000 meals have been served 
to needy persons since a Catholic Workers’ soup | 


kitchen began last November. It took two years 
of planning before its doors could open, 
according to Julia Doughty, organizer of the 
San Diego Catholic Worker Movement. 


The soup kitchen is the first effort of the Los 
Angeles Catholic Worker Movement to 
establish a community in this area. 


However, unless needed funds come 
through soon, the free lunch program may have 
to be shut down. Problems have plagued the 
program since its onset, said Doughty. 


“WE WERE SERVING meals in a parking lot — 


until the Health Department came out and told 
us to move inside ” she explained. They are

The meals were being prepared at Christ the 
King Church in Southeast San Diego until the 
Catholic Worker volunteers were forced to find 
a new cooking facility following an inspection 
by the Health Department. 


They found a temporary base of operation at 
St. Joseph Cathedral, which is closer to the 
Episcopal services building. But new facilities 
will have to be located unless Christ the King 
meets the Health Department standards. 


_ “WE HAVE TO bring the building up to code. 
At one time it was but some of the equipment 
has to be fixed and the roof needs repairing,” 
said Doughty. Hoods and fans must be installed 
above the stove and other improvements made 
before the kitchen can be reopened, she 
added. Doughty estimated the cost of the 
improvements is about $3,000. 


The food, which has been donated by 
_ churches and individuals, is prepared from 9 
~a.m. to noon each weekday. The 20-gallon vats 
of vegetable stew, five-gallon- containers of 
salad and fruit, and dozens of loaves of bread 
are then transported to the Episcopal center 
where the meals are served. 


Paper plates, cups, and plastic eating 
utensils are also donated. Meals are served 
from noon until the provisions are depleted.

OLDER AMERICANS MONTH—May has been 
designated as Older Americans Month by the St. Louis- 
based Catholic Health Association of the United States 


(CHA). In encouraging the observance, the CHA is . 


directing attention to the health and related needs of older 
Americans served by the nation’s 877 Catholic hospitals 
and long term care facilities. 


CHRISTIAN UNITY ADVANCES—Leaders of 12 
Christian churches in Canada drafted a proposal for 
establishing a new Canadian association of Christian 
churches which could inciude the Catholic Church. They 
met in Quebec. 


- POLISH BISHOPS ASK PRAYERS — The Polish bishops 
asked Catholics to pray for their co-religionists in “our 
fellow Slavic nations.” 


“We cannot be indifferent at a moment when there are 
nations where people suffer only because they want to 
profess their faith in Christ and because they want to 
receive the sacraments,” said a pastoral letter read in 
Catholic churches. 


FAMILY PLANNING GROUP FORMED — New England 
natural family planning directors formed an organization 
in this Year of the Family to promote marriage, family and 
sexuality contained in numerous documents of Vatican II, 
and in subsequent magisterial teachings, especially Pope 
Paul VI’s encyclical Humanae Vitae. The Humanae Vitae

SCHOLARS OPPOSE WOMEN PRIESTS—The 
Fellowship of Catholic Scholars contested a Catholic 
Biblical Association committee statement that evidence 
“points toward the admission of women to the priestly 
ministry,” said fellowship president James Hitchcock. A 
fellowship. committee ‘denies the validity of that 
allegation,” Hitchcock said in St. Louis, Mo. 


PRAYER POWER SEEN—Prayer power can make the 
difference, politically as well as spiritually, religious 
leaders preached at the Washington for Jesus Rally. 
Despite repeated statements that the rally: was not 
attempting to forge a Christian voting bloc, leaders 
emphasized that Christian unity, strengthened by prayer 
power, is the only way to influence a Christian perspective 
on political concerns. 


FARM WORKERS EVICTED—A 15-month-old dispute 
between the United Farm Workers of America (UFWA) and 
an avocado and citrus grower in Filmore, Calif., resulted in 
a court-ordered eviction notice to 96 field workers to get off 
the property and pay almost $200,000 back rent. The 
eviction order was entered in municipal court by Superior 
Court Judge Bruce Thompson, who was originally 
assigned to the case while he was still on the municipal 
court. 


~ CATHEDRAL BURNED IN FIGHTING — - The. modern - 


Catholic cathedral in N'Djamena, Chad, burned down 
apparently after being hit with a phosphorous shell, 
according to Agence France Presse in Paris. The 
cathedral, built just before Chad’s independence in 1960, 
was hit by the shell April 30 as new fighting erupted in 
N’Djamena. 

Chad, a former French colony, has been torn by civil war 


as forces of interim President Goukouni Queddei battle 
supporters of Defense Minister Hissene Habre. 


CONFERENCE ON WOMEN — Employment, health and 
education are key topics to be discussed at a U.N.- 
sponsored conference on women to be held July 14-30 in 
Copenhagen, Denmark. The conference hopes to develop 
specific recommendations for programs to improve the 
status of women, especially in Third World countries. 


HOSTAGES’ RELATIVES MEET POPE — Four relatives of 
the 53 American hostages held in Iran since Nov. 4 
concluded a five-nation European tour by meeting Pope 
John Paul Il. 


“He told us he’s been praying all along,” said Pearl 
Golacinski of Silver Springs, Md. “As long as he prays, we 
feel they're in safe hands.” She said the pope spoke to each

BOGOTA RELEASES PRAISED—Pope John Paul 
expressed thanks for the safe release of the hostages in 
Bogota, Colombia. He also alluded to the hostage situation 
in lran by praying for “an equally positive solution 
elsewhere.” The statements came during the pope’s 
weekly general audience in St. Peter’s Square, a day after 
he met with four relatives of the Americans held in Iran. 

In fervently thanking the Lord for the “happy result (of 
the Bogota situation), we pray that an equally positive 
solution may. still be found elsewhere too,” he said. “My 
thoughts, my good wishes, my prayers are turned there.”

It began with ‘God and a Mouse’

SAN DIEGO —The publishing ventures of the sisters at 
the Benedictine Convent of Perpetual Adoration here 
began in 1972 with a little mouse who makes people think 
about God and their faith. 


Since then, the sisters have published three more 
books, the latest written by Sister Gladys Noreen, 
president of the diocesan Sisters’ Council, and another 
book by Sister Mary Angela Toigo, author of the first 
publication, “God and a Mouse.”

“WRITING IS PART of the heritage of our community,”, 


said Sister Gladys, whose book, “Notes and Comments on 
the Rule of St. Benedict,” was published in 1979. 


“My book has comments on possibilities of how to live 
the rule today from the viewpoint of a. woman,” Sister 
Gladys explained. 


She noted that generally men have written about the 
subject and that there was a lack of current material. 


“A NUMBER OF us were discussing it one day and 
someone suggested that | write something,” she said. That 
suggestion turned into three and a half years of 
researching, reading, and writing. 


“I just took some three-by-five index cards and started 
going through the library. Things started falling into 
place.” 


Sister Gladys said “very often | felt like carrying it out to 


the incinerator and tossing it in” but the support of the 
other sisters kept her going. 


“| WOULD KEEP a stack of notes on my desk so | could 
see just how much | had accomplished,” she said. 


She received constant encouragement from Mother 
Superior Dolores Dowling, who wrote a book, entitled “The 
Legend of the Little Shepherd,” in 1973. Noted artist De 
Grazia illustrated that small book. Mother Dolores is alsoa 
member of the diocesan Board for the Diaconate. 


When Sister Gladys finally held a copy of her book 
(illustrated by another nun) she said, “I had a grateful 
feeling when | remembered all the people who helped me 
finish it.” 

SISTER ANGELA'S latest book, published in 1979, is 
“Caves and Canyons.” ‘ 


“There were so many requests that | write another book 
after “God and a Mouse,” she said. “I was awestruck by the 
response to the book. It shows me that people want 
something they can relate to.” 


De Grazia once again illustrated the book for the 
Benedictine sister. Their first collaboration, “God and a 
Mouse,” went into its fourth printing this year and has sold 
more than 29,000 copies nationwide. 


“CAVES AND CANYONS” was written much along the 
same lines as “God and a Mouse.” Sister Angela’s simple, 
direct poetry is illustrated in the following poem:

Santee parishioners hold 
services for patients 


SANTEE— Twenty-six parishioners of 
Guardian Angels parish here assist in 
conducting a weekly Sunday prayer and 
communion service at San Diego County’s 
Edgemoor Geriatrics Hospital for many of 
its patients. 


A team-of two special ministers of the 
Eucharist from the parish leads the 2:30 
p.m. service, which consists of a decade of 
the rosary, penitential prayers, scriptural 
readings, and distribution of communion. 


THERE ARE 16 special ministers, 
including some husband and wife teams. 
Thus; each minister serves about once 
every eight weeks. 


Rose Passmore of the parish and “Pink 
Ladies,” the hospital’s volunteer auxiliary 
group, plays the organ and leads the 
singing at the service. Sometimes the 
Guardian Angels folk group provides the 
music. 

About 2 p.m., three or four of the 12 
women parishioners who are members of 
the Pink Ladies start bringing patients into 
the chapel in wheelchairs and beds: 


“IT TAKES ABOUT a half hour to get 


them all into the chapel from their rooms,” 
said Mrs. John Horning, whose husband is 
the coordinator of the services. 


At a recent service, 19 patients were 
brought in for the service, most of them 
elderly but some younger persons with 
mental and/or physical disabilities 
undergoing rehabilitation. 


The. parishioners started the Sunday 
services last December. The Pink Ladies 
from Guardian Angels thought the 
Catholic patients needed a eucharistic 
service more than once a month, said Mrs. 
Passmore. 


FATHER EARL SMITH, pastor of 
Guardian Angels, celebrates Mass at the 
hospital on the third Wednesday of each 
month. On the first Wednesday, he leads 
recitation of the rosary for patients. 

Mrs. Passmore, who also plays the organ

There are very few acts more revolting 
than that of incest. Believe it or not, there is 
a movement afoot to legitimize acts: of 
sexual relations between child and parent. 
Wardell Pomeroy, co-author of the original 
Kinsey reports, feels “It is time to admit that 
incest need not be a perversion or a 
symptom of mental illness.” He continues 
by saying, “Incest between children and 
adults can sometimes be beneficial.” 


The movement continues with individ- 
uals and .organizations such as the Sex 
Information and Education Council of the 
United States, sex researcher John Money 
of Johns Hopkins, and Rutgers anthropolo- 
gist Yehudi Cohen, all attempting to give 
some form of credence to the removal of, as 
Time magazine calls it, the “incest taboo.” 


Some interesting points are made by the 
proponents of incest. One such individual 
favorable compares incest to masturbation. 
This individual rationalizes that a hundred 
years ago, masturbation was totally 
immoral, and is now totally acceptable in 
reasons, in 
another hundred years, incest will also be 


today’s society. Thus, he

Until the Southern Cross devotes vastly 
more space and effort to the promotion 
and illumination of sound values, and 
much less effort to defending the 
indefensible, | will remain convinced that 
the moral case against supporting the 
Southern Cross is far more immediate and 
imperative than the case against buying 
Nestle’s products. 


Incidentally, there is a major difference 
between providing specific and factual 
information honestly aimed at persuasion 
of others through the dissemination of the 
truth; and modern propaganda which is 
devised to manipulate people’s actions on 
behalf of (or against) some _ specific 
candidate. 


While propaganda originally meant the 
distribution or spreading of persuasive 
information, today propaganda means 
something radically different.

propaganda is material aimed at the 
emotions to produce the desired action 
without thought. The delay necessary for 
thought or persuasion is an inconvenience 
to the propagandist’s efficiency in getting 
the job done. 

The traditional Catholic perspective of 
man’s nature, identifying the distinction 
between reason and will, is a key that 
readily predicts the destructive effect that 
propaganda has upon the person whois its 
victim. 

Why then is modern society so 
immersed in propaganda? And why does 
the Southern Cross flirt with it? 


As to the question of whether the 
Southern Cross dares to challenge the IRS 
ruling, | recommend that you reflect upon 
Christ's words in reaching your decision: “I 
warn you, then: do not worry about your 
livelihood, what you are to eat or drink or 
use for clothing...Seek first his kingship 
over you, his way of holiness, and all these 
things will be given you besides.” 
(Matthew 6:25-34).

Let me say with all haste that this does 
not imply that single women or those 
unable to bear children fall into that 
category. Far from it. Motherhood is a 
much broader concept and more integral 
to femininity than merely the act of giving 
birth which is its most definitive 
expression. 


ALL WOMEN ARE FORMED and 
equipped for motherhood in all its facets. 
They are meant for self-offering, service, 
acceptance, forgiveness, faithfulness, 
gentleness, guidance and willing bondage 
to love. Their calling is wholly creative —to 
bring forth life and to encourage and 
sustain it, not only physically but 
emotionally, spiritually and mentally. 


In a very particular and personal way, 
they are co-creators, guardians of young 
life, whose vision must, if they are true to 
their calling, focus more on the needs and 
growth of people than on things.

It is when women deny this singular and 
vital role of motherhood that they can be 
accused as incomplete. And this applies 
to women who have borne children 
equally with those who have not. 


No doubt there have always been 


incomplete, Unmotherly women and °

Q: Can you explain why we now seem to 
have different names for “confession”? 


A: The ancient title for this sacrament of 
forgiveness was “penance” and is so used 
in the documents of the Councils of 
Florence and Trent. An official commen- 
tary notes: “The rite does not contain only 
the sacramental rites of reconciliation but 
also presents a variety of non-sacramental 
celebrations which, while penitential in 
character, are not sacramental celebra-- 
tions. The broader title of Rite of Penance 
also embraces these celebrations.” 


In this sacrament the “confession” or 
telling of sins is only one aspect; of vast

In this connection the Bishops’ 


Committee on the Liturgy states that 
“already Augustine lamented that 
‘confession’ was becoming too restricted 
in, use to mean confession of sin, and 
attributed this usage to the fact that the 
faithful were deficient in biblical 
formation.” 


Another term in popular usage today is 


“reconciliation” which “signifies the 
restoration of harmony between man and 
God, the healing of the situation of 
alienation which exists in man without 
God.” 


Rooted in biblical language and often 
found in the earlier liturgies of the Church, 
“reconciliation designated the sacra- 
mental act by which the Christian was re- 
introduced into the Christian community 
once the period of penance had been 
fulfilled.” 3 


Today, then, the “with it” person does 
not “go to confession.” He is celebrating 
the sacrament of reconciliation or—if 
you're really “in” —metanoia (which most 
people will suspect is some kind of 
disease).

Love is His word, just as He is love 


Sixth Sunday of Easter; May 11, 1980. Acts 
of the Apostles 15:1-2, 22-29; Revelation 
21:10-14, 22-23; John 14:23-29. 


Love, Spirit, peace, return to the Father. 
What: a dazzling array of rich biblical 
terms! And all of them found, in that order, 
in the Gospel reading for this Sunday. If 
the Bible is inspired, then this is what we 
wauld expect it to produce! 


The reading is part of Jesus’ farewell 
discourse to His disciples. He reminds 
them of past lessons and promises them 
ever greater goods to come. He speaks 
first of love, the pivotal Christian virtue. 
Here Jesus links it with being true to His 
word, because love is His word, just as He, 
the Word, is love. 


BUT THE SPECIFICALLY Christian 
dimension of love is the mutual 


relationship of Father and Son with the - 


disciple. Jesus connects this with His 
return to the Father in glory. In other 
words, then the disciples will experience a 
communion with God that is, literally, “out 


of this world.” There is no possible way of 
expressing all that it means. It is a 
communion of love that all Christians 
enjoy. 

This perfected communion of love, 
however, is only possible when the Holy 
Spirit comes into the hearts of God's 
people. That is why Jesus immediately 
speaks of the Spirit's coming. He calls Him 
“the Paraclete,” a legal term meaning 
intercessor, and also comforter. 


In a sense {he biblical authors portray 
the three Persons acting in chronological 
order in the salvation process. The Father, 
always acting first and initiating saving 
love, sends the Son who then carries out 
the Father’s will in loving obedience. And, 
finally, the Spirit comes on the occasion of 
the Son’s fulfillment of His work in 
resurrection (cf. Acts 2:33). 

THAT IS WHY JOHN could make the 
almost outrageous statement that “there 
was no Spirit as yet” (7:39). His vivifying 
work in Christian hearts begins with Jesus’ 
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resurrection. But then it is an indispens- 
able role that He plays, as instructor and 
reminder, and, above all, as enabler of 
love. 


Inv. 16 the Holy Spirit was referred to as 
“another Paraclete.” This suggests, of 
course, that Jesus was also a Paraclete 
and that the Spirit represents the 
continued presence of Jesus on earth. But 
it is precisely as Paraclete of the risen 
Lord, not the earthly Jesus, that Hei is able 
to do what He does. 


From the resurrection scene in John’s 
Gospel (20:19), part of the reading for the 
second Sunday of Easter, we learned that 

“Deace” was associated with Jesus’ glory 
and the Spirit's coming. Peace is the 
Spirit’s gift as representative of the risen 
Lord. 


WE HAVE WRITTEN OFTEN of the 
biblical notion of peace, the richness of its 
meaning, the. fullness of relationship that 
it implies. We can understand why Jesus 
adds that He does not give it as the world 


gives it. 

Too often the world’s peace is the dove 
with broken wings, or, more frighteningly, 
the eerily quiet battlefield with the smoke 
of blazing cannons still hovering over 
corpse-strewn fields. 

Christ’s peace is the inner peace of the 
disciple who knows the Father's love and 


who loves in return. It is not the peace of- 


quiet emptiness, but the peace of fullness 
of love and life. It is the peace the priest 
prays for at every Eucharist before the 
sharing of the sacred Bread. 


AND ALL OF THIS comes as the result of 
Jesus’ return to the Father. That return 
marks the completion of His saving 
activity as the God-man. The Father, who 
is “greater” in the sense that He initiated 
the whole of saving history, can now 
complete that history. 

And we are part of it! The love, the Spirit, 
the peace that Jesus promised belongs to 
us and are truly ours in the measure that 
we let them be.

Not so long ago, when a couple came to the 
rectory to arrange their wedding, the last thing 
they and the priest talked about, if it was 
discussed at all, was the liturgical celebration, 
and then usually only in terms of what the 
organist would play (the “Wedding March”), where 
to put the flowers, and maybe a runner up in the 
middle aisle (“Does the church supply it, or do | 
get it myself?”) 


THE LITURGICAL RITE was fixed, and the 
answers to all those questions were the same. Any 
questions about the readings, the prayers and 
blessings, well, that was the priest's job. After all, 
the priest “married” the bride and groom. In any 
case, most of the liturgy was in Latin, except the 
i -do's:” 


Even the one hymn that was sung was sung in 
Latin, and then only by a nice lady from the 
parish warbling in the choir loft. Entrance and 
recessional music was lively; but not particularly 
Christian or liturgical; either it was operatic 
(Wagner's “Lohengrin” wedding music), or 
theatrical (Mendelssohn's wedding march for 
Shakespeare’s “Midsummer Night’s Dream’). 


The point of all this is that, on the one hand, the 
bride and groom had very little, if anything, to do 
with the planning of their marriage. The prevailing 
misconception of those days was that the priest- 
celebrant was more than the church's official 
witness, that it was he, rather than the couple, 


_ who “married” the man and woman. And on the 


other hand, at the time not much thought was 


- given to the liturgical and prayerful side of the rite - 


of marriage. Plenty of instruction on the duties 


- and joys of Christian marriage, but next to nothing 


on preparing for the liturgy and celebrating it as 
well. : 


THE-1969 RITE OF MARRIAGE changed all that, 
although we all, priests and laity, have still to 
catch up with the church. For one thing, the new 
ritual stresses that the bride and groom marry 
each other, with the church’s minister, the priest 
or deacon, acting as presiding celebrant and 


witness of the marriage of two Christian people. A 


man and a woman give themselves in the 
sacrament of God’s love, and by that sign they 
celebrate an act of salvation and live the mystery 
which began in that celebration. 


The Roman Ritual of Marriage also provides for 
the creative planning of the marriage liturgy, not 
only by the presiding minister but especially by 
the bridal couple. 

So how should a couple go about preparing 
their marriage liturgy? First of all, when they go to 
arrange the date with the parish, they should 
obtain a copy of the ritual (available in convenient 
leaflet or paperback form) and become thoroughly 
familiar with it. The next step is to decide whether 
the marriage will be celebrated within the 
Eucharist or not. 


NORMALLY, THE WEDDING should be a nuptial 
Eucharist. Only for serious reasons (e.g. one party 
is not a Catholic, or not a Christian) should the 
marriage be celebrated without the Mass. The 
Eucharist is the source of our Christian life, and 
the nuptial Eucharist, the “sharing of the one 
bread and the one cup” makes the bridal couple 
“one in love for each other.” 


The ritual encourages the bride and groom to

their own festive celebration, texts such as the 
form of consent, the readings from Scriptures, the 
nuptial blessing, the blessing of the rings, and 
many others.

Mixed or mixed-up? 

Some of the difficulties and 
opportunities faced by those in 
mixed marriages are examined by 
the head of an office on Catholic- 
Jewish relations and his wife.

As the director of a diocesan family life office | come 
into regular and frequent contact with young engaged 
couples. Not long ago one such couple —full of hope and 
the joy of anticipating their coming marriagé — inquired 
about what they might be able to expect from the church 
as a married couple. Both were Catholics. 


| asked Bob and Alice what they would like to count on 
the church to provide once they were married. Though 
they had some difficulty articulating their expectations 
clearly, it seemed to me that what they sought was 
authentic Christian community. : 


THEY HAD BOTH been away from the church for 
several years. But in the process of preparing for 
marriage they had been challenged by the gifted priest 
who was working with them to re-examine the religious 
tradition in which they had been raised. They had 
decided, after several weeks of discussion, to take a 
second look. Gradually, Bob and Alice concluded that 
maybe there was something to the church after all. 


Because Bob's parents had divorced when he was a 


boy, he was very sensitive to the need for a marriage that 


“You Receive All of This!” 


would last. Because of his experiences during college, 
and after that of living as a single person for a couple of 
years, he knew that a close association with- other 
people —a community —was important to him. 


Alice, on the other hand, had become more deeply 
sensitive to the need for a supportive group, and of their 
need to be of service to others, if their rediscovered faith 
was to grow strong and flourish as the central influence in 
their life together. 


YOUNG COUPLES TODAY —as well as an increasing 
number of older couples who have become disillusioned 
with many of the promises handed them by a secular 
culture — not infrequently turn tothe church with some 
hope that perhaps here they can find a lasting foundation 
on which to base their lives together. Very often these 
couples are mature adults, well educated and hungry for 
Christ. 


In the case of young engaged couples, many 
experience a real sense of community in Christ in their 
weekend marriage preparation program, in their 
Engaged Encounter, or in their interaction with the priest 
or deacon who is helping them to prepare for marriage. 


Having a Party? 
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Parish can play key role in successful marriages 


Yet what do they find in their parish once they are 
married? Sometimes they are, in fact, received into an 
adult community in their parish that is truly sensitive to 
the concerns of the Gospel, concerned about them, and 
aware of the investment the entire parish has in the 
future of this young couple’s marriage. But perhaps more 
often they find themselves to be an anonymous couplein 
an impersonal parish of strangers. 


“IN MY OWN EXPERIENCE | have known several 
couples — young, well educated, sincere people —who 
gave up on the Catholic Church because their experience 
of parish left them dry and empty and frustrated. Some of 
these young couples attempted to reach out, to their 
parish by becoming involved in working with a youth 
group or by teaching a religious education class for 
children. But they ended up mostly frustrated and bitter 
because the parents of the youths and children gave 
them little or no support at all. ‘ 


Are these young couples justified in their decision to 
leave the church and go elsewhere? Only God knows. One 
thing, however, seems certain. Young married couples 
today —in: many ways the church’s resources for the 
future —are not about to settle for an impersonal parish. 


SUCH YOUNG COUPLES are not going to sit still for 
homilies and adult religious education programs that 
bore them or fail to deal honestly and creatively with their 
adult religious questions and with the issues that are of 
vital concern to them in their daily lives. 


The outlook may look bleak. Yet it is possible for 
parishes to begin providing married couples with the 
kinds of Christian community that are vital to marriages 
today. It is possible as long as we accept head-on the 
challenge and power of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, as 
long as we face head-on the realities of life inthe world of 
the 1980s.

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Money and marriage 
can be a bad match

Few things can do more 
to disrupt a marriage than 
money. That is so whether 
the problem is too much 
money or too little. 


For most couples too 
little money. is the serious 
problem. Some have to 
cope with genuine pover- 
ty. Many more experience 
the grinding effects of a 
day-in, day-out struggle to 
make ends meet. 


INFLATION EATS away 
at savings and makes it 
harder to pay even for 
necessities — not to speak 
of small but important 

. frills like family vacations 
and an occasional dinner 
out which helps to make 
life livable. 


Even people who are 
moderately well-off exper- 
ience the problems con- 
nected with rising costs of 
housing, food, education 
and other basics. Wives 
and mothers must take 
jobs outside the home — 
not, in some cases, 
because they want to but 
because they have to— 
while husbands and 
fathers moonlight for 
extra income. 


Concern for the stability 
and even the sanctity of 
marriage can be very 
unrealistic and abstract if 
it does not go hand in 
hand with concrete efforts 
to reverse cufrent eco- 
nomic trends and lighten 
the financial burdens 
which undermine family 
life. 


THIS POINT deserves 
emphasis. Not that all 
difficulties in marriage 
can be reduced to eco- 
nomic ones. Far from it. 
But pressures relating to 
money clearly can help 
destroy harmonious, 
loving relationships be- 
tween husbands and 
wives. 


That is clear from the 
plight of couples whose 
money problem is not too 
little but, at least from a 
certain perspective, too 
much. Conflicts over the 
control of money, spend- 
ing priorities and_ life- 
styles are a continuing 
curse in many households 
and a serious source of 
marital discord. 


FOR EXAMPLE, .how 
much money is enough? 
In part this is an econom- 
ic question. But itis also a 


question of values. And . 


questions about values, in 
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a morally confused soci- 
ety like ours, are often 
difficult for people to 
answer. 


The United States today 
is a consumer society. 
Material well being and 
physical comfort are 
highly esteemed. There is 
nothing wrong with that in 
itself. 


But~serious problems 
arise when the consumer 
mentality comes to dom- 
inate people’s sense of 
values. Then money is no 
longer just a useful tool 
but an overriding con- 
cern. 


THE CONSUMER men- 
tality makes wants look 
like needs. Indeed, people 
in its grip find it hard to tell 
the difference. What they 
want is what they need. 


People who regard such 
things as necessities can 
quickly find themselves 
scrambling on an accel- 
erated treadmill to. ac- 
quire the money to pay for 
them.. If they fail, they feel 
cheated. Both the scram- 
bling and the sense of 
frustration can infect 
marriage and poison the 
relationship between 
husband and wife. 


Powerful forces are at 
work to foster the con- 
sumer mentality. The 
evidence is no further 
away than our TV screens 
and car radios, our daily 
papers and favorite maga- 
zines. 


People undergo a steady 
bombardment of appeals 
to buy more and buy now. 
For married couples this 


“can easily lead to serious 


conflicts over money — 
how to get it and how to 
spend it. 


Fortunately, there is an 
old-fashioned remedy at 
hand. In Christian terms, 
it is called the spirit of 
poverty. 


“POVERTY” in this 
sense has a special 
meaning. Among other 
things it implies the ability 
to distinguish clearly 
between necessities and 
luxuries, along with a 
settled disposition not to 
become obsessed with 
luxuries. 


It also involves the 
realization that, in a true 
sense, everything we have 
is on loan to us from 


‘God—not for our exclu- 


sive, selfish use but to be 
used for our own fulfill- 
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ment and shared with 
others for theirs. 


Although poverty in this 
sense is a virtue to be 
cultivated by everyone, it 
is a particularly timely 
virtue for married couples 
today. The spirit of poverty 
is not just the best answer 
to the consumer mentality 
and the threat it poses to 
marital stability —it may 
be the only answer.

Are you mature enough 
to marry? Four common 
sense areas are worth 
exploring. Couples should 
try to: answer these 
questions as honestly as 
possible: Can you take 
care of yourselves finan- 
cially? Can you wait out 
your sudden impulses? 
Have you had a variety of 
life experiences? Have 
you planned your. life 
together? 


First, can you provide 
for yourselves? Can you 
put a roof over your heads 
and food on the table? | 
know a couple who planned 
to furnish their home by 
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winning prizes on a 
television game _ show. 
That’s not very realistic. 


Second, can you wait for 
things? Can you be 
patient? A very basic 
definition of maturity is 
the ability to delay 
gratification. The mature 
person realizes that there 
may be greater rewards if 
he does not grab selfishly 
for the present moment 
but waits for tomorrow to 


‘unfold. Patience is re- 


quired to put the welfare 
on the other, spouse or 
child, ahead of one’s own. 


Third, a breadth of life 
experience is desirable 
before marriage. Have 
you both “been around?” 
Have you dated others? 
Have you held a job? Lived 
away from your parents’ 
house? Traveled a_ bit? 
Gone to school? Have you 
had enough variety in your 
living ventures that you 
can choose marriage to 
this person from among a 
number of options avail- 
able to you? 


MARRIAGE IS a lifetime 
commitment, a serious 


~ one that will involve the 


wellbeing of two or more 
people. Serious commit- 
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ments can only be made 
with knowledge and 
wisdom. 


Knowledge can only 
come from the school of 
life. Wisdom is. possible 
when choices are faced 
with humility and an open 
mind. ; 


Do not back into a 
marriage because a 
pregnancy or lack of other 
opportunities has made it 
the only choice available. 
Choose each other, rath- 
er, as the best of many 
possible adventures. 


The ability to plan is a 
final mark of marriage 
readiness. The . mature 
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couple not only brings a 
breadth of past life 
experience to their mar- 
riage, they also take time 
to map their future 
together. 


MARRIAGE involves 
togetherness on many 
levels. It is simultaneous- 
ly a business arrange- 
ment, a division of labor, a 
sexual commitment, an 
intimate companionship 
and a promise of family. 


How will you earn the 
money? Will you both 
work? Who will handle the 
money? Where will you 


live? Do you plan children? » 


How soon? How many? 
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Too often, dating focus- 
es exclusively on working 
out the affectionate and 
friendship relations and 
neglects the more mun- 
dane aspects of a mar- 
riage. 

PROBLEMS OVER mon- 
ey, children, and in-laws 
have surprised and shak- 
en many a marriage. The 
mature couple, in their 
love for one another, will 
use their engagement to 
plan their lives together. 


Marriage readiness 
depends on the psycho- 
logical and emotional 
maturity of the two 
individuals who have 
announced their intention 
to unite. A good way to 
prepare for marriage is to 
explore and develop the 
maturity of the prospec- 
tive partners. 

MARRIAGE between 
‘mature partners stands a 
much better chance to 
survive and to go beyond 


survival. Mature partners © 


are able to stand on their 
own, to consider the 


needs of a partner, to 
_ bring rich experience to - 
“the relationship and to 


plan a future together. — 
They bring to_ their 
marriage multiple re- 
sources which can keep 
their love alive and 
growing throughout a 

lifetime commitment.

Marriage: mixed or mixed-up?

Mixed marriages. are 
hardly a new phenomen- 
on in religious experience. 
Joseph's wife, the Bible 
records, was an Egyptian 
and Moses’ a Midianite. 
Nor are the problems 
faced by those entering 
into such unions entirely 
new. 


In Genesis, Jacob is 
sent off to distant relatives 
to find a wife among his 
own kind. because of 
unnamed troubles ensu- 
ing from his older bro- 
ther’s marriages to out- 
siders. 


FORTUNATELY today, 
tensions between families 
in mixed marriages sel- 
dom reach the level of 
violence illustrated in 
Shakespeare’s play, “Ro- 
meo and Juliet.” But this 
does not mean that 
challenges no longer 
remain to be met or that 
the decisions that face 
those entering such 
unions are any less 
painful. 


The first major set of 
challenges, as already 
indicated, is an external 
one: the difficult time 
each _ partner’s -family is 
likely to have in accepting 
the fact that someone 


- close has married “out- 


side the fold.” This reality, 
which is nearly universal, 
is not something to be 
lightly regarded or simply 
rejected. 


Rather, it should be 


-taken seriously and faced 


honestly and frankly the 
moment one begins to 
consider such a marriage. 


THE COUPLE. should 
thus plan to spend a major 
portion of time, even 
before the marriage and 
also during it, in discus- 
sion of the options and 
difficulties they are likely. 
to encounter. Close fam- 
ily and friends should be 
included in this process 
and, throughout, the 
priest for the Catholic 
party and the minister or 
rabbi for the non-Catholic 
should be a_ constant 
participant. 


Such questions, such 
as whether the family will 
worship together as a unit 
and where, are obvious 
ones but not always easily 
resolvable. In a Catholic- 
Jewish union, for exam- 
ple, will Christmas or 
Hannukah be celebrated 
or both? And what will be 
the impact on the chil- 
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dren’s sense of identity of 
the various options? 


Some couples at the 
outset seek to resolve 
these issues by watering 
down their individual 
beliefs and striking a 
happy medium — in effect 
inventing their own reli- 
gion or simply wandering 
into religious indiffer- 
ence. This, however, 
deprives the children of 
any consistent. religious 
vision. While it is the 
easiest path, it may bethe 
most harmful in the long 
_run. 


THIS LEADS to the next 
critical set of challenges, 
the internal one. Here the 
dynamics are more subtle 
and hence more difficult 
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with. 
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are that each of us brings 
with us from our rooted- 
ness in the history of our 
family and ethnic group. 
Many of these are uncon- 
scious, yet deeply woven 
into the fabric of our 
religious identity. They 
influence our basic per- 
ception of reality, the way 
we think, pray, and even 
play. 


STRIVING TO increase 
in knowledge of and 
respect for the other 
person’s faith, and at the 
same time share the 
unique insights of one’s 
own tradition not only

broadens each partner's 
spiritual horizons, but 
should enrich and deepen 
the commitment of each 
to his own faith commu- 
nity. 


If the encounter is 
carefully nurtured, each 
partner can become 
stronger in his own faith 
not through a process of 
competition but one of 
cooperation and mutual 


searching for the one God.

Pope in Africa — cheers, | 
controversy and tragedy 


KINSHASA, . Zaire (NC)—Pope John 
Paul Il arrived in Africa amid wildly 
cheering crowds, dancers on 10-foot stilts 
and.the colorful pageantry of black Africa. 


The pope landed in Zaire, the first stop 
of his. six-nation tour, on May 2 -and 
promptly turned the welcoming céremony 
into a symbolic gesture toward all Africa. 
He kissed the ground and said: “God bless’ 
Zaire: God bless Africa.” 


AFTER SEVERAL DAYS. of activity, 
however, the cheers were interspersed 
with tragedy and controversy. 


The tragedy occurred May 4 when nine 
people were trampled by the early crowds 
trying to enter a park where the pope was 
scheduled to celebrate Mass. The 
controversy involved the speed with which 
African customs should be incorporated 
into church life in Africa. 


Upon arriving, Pope John Paul 
immediately was confronted with the 
challenge of Africanizing the church. 


WHILE THE POPE quickly expressed 
support for efforts to deepen the African 
personality and culture, Cardinal Joseph 
Malula of Kinshasa indirectly warned 
against Vatican resistance to Africaniza-- 
tion. 


In Zaire, the issue revolved around the 
pope’s call for a slow, measured 
Africanization as opposed to the faster 
paced urged by many Zairean Catholics. 


The pope responded to the challenge 
the following day (May 3) in talks: to 
married couples and to the Zairean 
bishops. 

THE POPE STRONGLY affirmed the 
basic principle of adapting the Gospel to 
local cultures, But with equal emphasis he 
called for wisdom, prudence and time in 
carrying out the project. 


In the speech to married couples, the 
pontiff criticized the polygamous customs 
native to many African cultures. He: 
presented monogamous Metiake as ae 
design of God.” 


At his meeting ‘with the countiyrs 56 


bishops, the major portion of the pope’s ~ 


speech was a call to undertake 
Africanization (inculturation) of their 
church with careful pastoral. prudence 
and always in union with the universal 
church. 


THE MASS at which the tragedy 
occurred was part of ceremonies in which 
the pope ordained eight new bishops for 
Africa. More than~ 750,000 people 
attended. 


The pope was not scaniediatély, aware of 
the deaths and the-ceremony proceeded 
according to schedule. When the pope 
learned of the deaths later in the day, he 
canceled a cultural festival planned in the 
evening. 

On May 5, the pope travelled by ferry 
across the Congo River to Brazzaville, 
Congo, where he defined the different 
roles of the church and the state. 


THE CHURCH has a mission of saving 
souls and the state’s job is to keep order in 
society, the pope told Col. Denis Sassou- 
Nguessou; president of the Congo. 


Agricultural development is a top 
. Priority in Africa, Pope John Paul |! said 
May 6 at a Mass in Kisangani in the 
overwhelmingly rural and underdevel- 
oped upper Congo region of northern 
Zaire, 


If you take Christianity seriously, “you 
will not allow rural people to be considered 
second-class men and women,” said the 
pope. “You will not resign yourselves to 
letting some be crushed by misery or be 
victims of injustice.” 


LATER THAT DAY, about 20,000 people 
greeted the pope as he arrived in Kenya, 
the third country on his six-nation Africa 
tour. 


Among the well-wishers were about 
5,000 young people. 

“The pope is your friend and he loves 
you,” said Pope John Paul upon arriving. 
“My special message to you, and through 
you to all young people of Kenya is this: 
Always treat others as you would like them 
to treat you,” he added. 


_- FROMTHE AIRPORT, the pope travelled 
to Holy Family Cathedral to address 


priests, religious and laity. _ 


Kenya, a former British colony, i is not as 
heavily Catholic as Zaire and the Congo. 
Kenya has about three million Catholics, 
roughly 19 percent of the population. Zaire 
and the Congo each have about 45 
percent of the population professing 
Catholicism. 


Abp. Capucci helps in 
transfer of bodies to U.S. 


Melkite-Rite Archbishop Hilarion 


Capucci was a key figure in the transfer of-’ 


the eight U.S. bodies from Iran to the 
United States. But it was not immediately 
known if he was acting as a Vatican 
representative. 


Archbishop Capucci, aided by 
Archbishop Annibale Bugnini, papal 
nuncio to Iran, and Erik Lang, Swiss 
ambassador to Iran, received the bodies 
May 5 from Iranian authorities. 


ON MAY 6, Archbishop Capucci 
accompanied the bodies to Zurich, Switz- 
erland, where they were transferred to 
Swiss and International Red Cross authori- 
ties. On the same day, the bodies were 
flown to the U.S. Air Force Base in Dover, Del. 


Archbishop Capucci said he would take 
the bodies to a neutral country because he 
did not want to have direct contact with the 
United States. He did say, however, that 
the bodies were destined for relatives of 
the deceased. 


THE EIGHT Americans were killed in the 
aborted military mission to rescue U.S. 
hostages in Iran. franian authorities 
claimed nine people were killed and sent 
nine coffins to Zurich. 


The Vatican has declined to comment 

on its specific role in the transfer. A

Two priests drop out 
of races for Congress 


WASHINGTON (NC)—Two priests, in- 
cluding Rep. Robert F. Drinan (D-Mass.), 
have agreed to drop out of separate races 
for Congress as a result of Pope John 
Paul’s frequently stated opposition to the 
involvement of priests in partisan politics. 


Father Drinan, a Jesuit first elected to 
Congress in 1970, announced his 
withdrawal from the race May 5. 
Norbertine Father Robert J. Cornell of De 
Pere, Wis., who served four years in 
Congress in the mid-1970s and was 
hoping to regain the seat he lost in 1978, 


*made a similar announcement May 6. 


BOTH ANNOUNCEMENTS came amid 
persistent reports that Pope John Paul 


either has issued or is about to issue a- 


major new document banning involve- 
ment of priests in politics. 


Church officials both in Washington and 
in Rome said no new document is about to 
be published because the papal decision 
is merely a reaffirmation of existing 
church law, under which priests are not 
allowed to participate in political activity 
unless given specific permission. 


But there was another report that the 


‘pope wants no more exceptions to be 


granted. 


FATHER DRINAN dropped out of his re- 
election bid after receiving a directive 
from Jesuit Father Pedro Arrupe, superior 
general of the Society of Jesus in Rome. 
Father Arrupe said his directive reflected 
“the express wish” of Pope John Paul. 


Father Cornell dropped his candidacy 
after a meeting with his superior, 
Norbertine Father Jerome Tremel, abbot 
of St. Norbert Abbey in De Pere, and after 
Bishop Aloysius J. Wycislo of Green Bay, 
Wis., issued a statement May 5 saying 
Father Cornell could no longer seek public 


- office. 


Father Drinan said he accepted the 
decision “with regret and pain. | went to 
Congress, chosen by a citizen's caucus, to 
work for justice in America and for peace 
throughout the world. These are clearly 
objectives ardently recommended by the 
Second Vatican Council and by all modern 


‘popes.” 


“FATHER CORNELL said he was 

surprised and disappointed at what he 
called the “recent decree” of Pope John 
Paul. 


Both priests said the priesthood was too 
valuable to them to give up for public 
office. 


U.S. bishops look to.future 


CHICAGO: (NC) —Looking toward the 
future. seemed to be the dominant theme 
when the U.S. bishops gathered in 
Chicago April 29-May 1 for their spring 
general meeting. 


The bishops approved a budget “model” 
which will mean future cutbacks in the 
activities of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops and U.S. Catholic 
Conference, approved a preliminary set of 
long-range priorities which will help shape 
the future of the NCCB-USCC, and 
approved a proposal for an extraordinary 
meeting which might help determine the 
future of the bishops’ pastoral ministry. - 


Also in the realm of the future, the: 
bishops heard a report strongly urging 


them to get involved in satellite 
communications, and approved the 
overall approach of a pastoral letter on 
health ministry which they probably will 
issue in its final form in November. 


But the 250 bishops, including Bishop 
Leo T. Maher of San Diego, who met in 
Chicago also dealt with present crises, 
announcing unscheduled resolutions on 
Iran and on the Cuban and _Haitian “boat 
people” who have been sailing to Floridain 
recent weeks and months. 

The meeting was expected to be the 
bishops’ last in Chicago. Rather than meet 
twice a year, the bishops voted last fall to 
begin meeting only once a year, in 
November in Washington. 
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(Next Thursday, May 15, is a holy day of obligation, the feast of the 


Ascension.)
